Several Key States 
W hen all the extravagant claim?

garded by the leaders on both sides 
as more or less “key" states, for want 
of a better term

Hence the unprecedented efforts of 
both sides to capture

State. More money and more oratory 
have flowed in New York in this elec­ 
tion than in any other election in 
history. The betting odds today were 
6 to 5 that Sm ith would carry it w ith­ 
out much Republican money in evi­ 
dence.

To the hard headed business man. 
sometimes the requests of 
women’s 
organizations don’t seem so very im­ 
portant. but to the 67th congress goes 
the credit cf passing the greatest 
Welfore measure of the last d e c a d e 
The women of the country asked 
but two things of the 67th congress— 
the M aternity-Infancy act and a law 
granting independent citizenship for 
women. That congress made each of 
those requests an actuality. 
The 67th congress 
passed 
the 
Sheppard-Towner bill, better known 
as the M aternity-Infancy bill. Two 
hundred fifty thousand babies were 
dying annuaily 
and 20.000 
women 
were dying in childbirth. The United 
States had the 
highest 
’maternal 
death rate of all civilized nations. The 
passage of the M aternity-Infancy bill 
carried with it an annual appropria­ 
tion of $1.240.000 for six years to carry 
out the provisions of the measure. 
Forty-five states have accepted its 
provisions and in these states infant 
death rates have decreased from 5 to 
15 per cent. 
So popular and so efficently was 
the work carired forward 
that the 
69th congress extended the life of the 
bill two years with adequate appro­ 
priation to carry it to the end of the 
fiscal year of 1929. 
1 
The 67th congress increased appro­ 
priations to the children’s bureau oy 
$40.000 and to the women’s bureau by 
$25.000 over appropriations 
of the 
66th congress. 
The 67th congress appropriated $3,- 
800.000 for women’s and 
children's 
w’elfare work. 
The first session of the 69th con­ 
gress appropriated $1,440.000 for the 
same work. 
The 67th congress passed the Cable 
bill, better known as the Direct Citi­ 
zenship bill, giving women citizenship 
on a basis of their own preparation 
and not that of the husband. 
This is a record which has no 
equal by any previous administration 
of either party.
